It sounds 
like a new lipstick by Helene Curtis. It also features 
one of the most versatile actors anywhere— Peter 
Sellers. In his last film, “Dr. Strangelove,” Peter 
played three parts. We're waiting for them to re- 
make "Gone With The W ind" with Sellers playing 
all the roles. Somehow we can't see him as Brett 
Ashley. 

Sellers really gets into his movie roles. When he 
played a labor leader in “Its All Right, Jack!" 
Sellers actually lived the part. He literally mis- 
used thousands of dollars of union funds and 
bribed four jurors. He wasn't even on trial at the 
time. 

When he played a prison inmate in "Two-Way 
Stretch," Sellers lived at Mersey Prison for 30 
days and he still reports to a parole officer twice 
a week.
